The fact that whisky has advanced from 
$1.02 to $1.09 a gailon was considered by the 
outside worid as pretty good evidence that 
the Distillers ana Cattle Feed company, née 
the Whisky Trust, had made its peace with 
the recalcitrants who would not come into 
the fold. The fact that the whisky men have 
been holding a meeting and saying nothing 
seemed to substantiate this theory.

TO MEET FOR SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 


Governor Issues a Call That 
Proves a Sen<«ation. 

Lixcotn, Neb., May 2.-—[Special.]—This 
afternoon Gov. Thayer issued his proclama- 
tion convening the Legislature in extra ses- 
sion Thursday, June 5. He says: 

WHEREAS, Matters of vital interest to the peo- 
ple of the State greatly agitating the public 
mind constitute in the judgment of the Ex- 
ecutive an extraordinary occasion which justi- 
fies the assembling of the Legislature; 

Now, therefore, I, John M. Thayer, Governor of 
the State of Nebraska, by virtue of the author- 
ity in me vested by the provisions of the consti- 
tution, do hereby issue this my proclamation 
requiring the members of the two Houses of the 
Twenty-first Joint Assembly of the State of Ne- 
braska to convene in their respective halls in the 
Capitol bu'iding on Thursday, the 5th day of 
June, 1890, at 10 o’clock a. m., for the purpese of 
considering ana taking action upon the follow- 
ing named subjects, and these only: 

First—For the purpose of enacting a law es- 
tablishing maximum railway freight rates and to 
repeal that section of the statute creating a 
State Board of Transportation. 

Second—For the purpose of considering and 
amending our election laws by the adoption of 
what is known as the Australian Ballot System. 

Third—To consider and give expression in favor 
of an increase in the volume of currency and of 
the free coinage of silver. 

No other subjects will be proposed for the 
consideration of the Legislature at this spe- 
cial session. The Governor says he has esti- 
mated the cost at $8,000 a week, and he 
thinks that the work should be completed in 
two weeks. The call is a surprise and will

Russian prison to a comfortable home in New 
York City. These have been the transitions 
of Herman Kempinski, a Polish Jew, but a 
citizen of the United States, since he 
left his adopted country with 
a view of i visiting his birthplace 
in 1888. Kempinski arrived on the steamer 
Augusta Victoria today ana told a reporter 
_ story of Russian intolerance and injus- 
ce. 

Kempinski and his wife arrived at Konin, 
Russia, June 28, 1888. Ail went well until 
Dec. 24, when, just as the family 
were sitting down to their breakfast, 
there came a thundering rap at tbe 
front door, and, before any one could an- 
swer, two police officers entered. Ad vanc- 
ing to the American they placed their hands 
upon his shoulder with the exclamation: 
“You are our prisoner.” 

On what charge?” was asked. 

We don’t know; you must come with us.” 

There was nothing to do but obey, and to 
the local jail Kempinski went. There he 
showed his passport, signed by Secretary 
Bayard, and issued April 6, 1888. It brought 
about no good result, however, nor could the 
Prisoner learn why he had been taken in 
charge. To all of his interrogatories the 
stereotyped answer came: “We do not 
know.“ 

The people of Konin were indignant at the 
arrest and threats to storm the jail so 
alarmed the principa) keeper that he ordered 
Kempinski to be taken to tne prison at 
Katisch, seven and a half Russian 
away. At Katisch his clothes were ripped 
apart, his jailers searching for dyna- 
mite and socialistic documents, and when 
none were found he was thrown into 
cell No. 68 This cell was seven feet 
long, eight high, and six wide. A sort of 
hamper furnished a place on which to sleep, 
and there was a small iron chair. The walls 
were absolutely covered with vermin. Kem- 
Pinski was in this prison about thirteen 
months, and in that time nearly all of his 
$10,000 went as bribes for creature comforts, 
except what was required to keep his wife 
and daughter. 

Nearly beartbroken, Mrs. Kempinski, as a 
last resource, wrote to Edward Schwartz of 
this city. The latter laid the case 
before Mr. Biaine. The Secretary of 
State wok it up promptly and com- 
municated with Consul Wurtz, the resuit 
being that a demand was made upon Russia 
for the restoration to liberty of Herman 
Kempinski, an American citizen. Russia 
would not listen to a prisoner, but it did 
listen to Uncle Sam, and Jan. 24, 1890, 
Kempinski was set free. Another visit was 
made to the old people at Konin and then 
they started for America. 


CRUSHED TU DEATH BY ARUNAWAY TEAM 


Miss Marion Taylor Is Killed in a Shocking 
Manner. 

New York, May 24.—[Special.|—A shock- 
ing death befell Miss Marion Wagner Taylor, 
the 16-year-old daughter of James D. Taylor, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Wagner 
Sleeping-Car company, almost within. a 
stone’s throw of her father’s office at the 
Grand Central Depot this afternoon. She 
was knocked down, dragged, and crushed by 
a heavy mail-wagon at Forty-secona street 
and Madison avenue. The horses had be- 
come uncontrollable. She died at 9 o’clock. 
Forty-second street was crowded shortly 
after 5 oclock this afternoon when Miss 
Taylor, with a friend, started to cross Mad.

 LETCHER AT LATONIA. 


Gleckner, Gopefal, Kingman, and Meline 
the Other Successfal Ones on the Cov- 
ington Track—Kenwood, a Ten to One 
Shot, Captures the Cariton Stakes for 
Three-Year-Olds at Gravesend— Results 
on the West Side— General News of the 
Turf.

Resolved, That a committee composed of 
one member of the assembly from each 
synod, to wit: Nineteen ministers and ten elders 
de appoicted by the moderator, fifteen winisters 
and ten eiders of which shall be called the Assem- 
bly’s Committe on Revision of the Confession of 
Faith, which committee when constituted by the 
General Assembig shall consider the suggestions 
made by the presbyteries in their answers to the 
second of the above questions, and formulate and 
report to the General Assembly of 1891 such al- 
terations and amendments to the Confession of 
Faith as in their judgment may be deemed desir- 
able. This committee on revision shall meet at 
the call of atemporary chairman to be named 
by the moderator of this General Assembly and 
shall upon meeting appoint their own verma- 
nent chairman, and shall have power to fill va- 
cancies. This committee on revision is instructed 
to meet at an early date, not later than October 
31. 1890, and diligently pursue its work, that it 
may report promptly at the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1891, and 

WHEREAS, Sixty-eight presbyteries have an- 
swered no“ to the first of the above questions, 
and sixty-nine presbyteries of those answering 
„ies have expressly said that they desired no 
change in the Contession of Faith to be made that 
impairs the integrity of the system of doctrine 
taught therein; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this committee on revisioe be, 
and hereby are, instructed that they shall not 
propose any alteration or amendment that will in 
any way impair the integrity of the reiormed or 
Calvinistic system of doctrine taught in the 
Confession of Faith.

GRAIN RATES TO BE ADVANCED. 


The Lake and Rail Lines vis an Arbitrary 
Rate—General Marine News. 

The lake and rail linés gave notice yesterday 
that after Wednesday next they would not ac- 
cept less than 2 cents on wheat and 1% cents on 
corn to Buffalo. This is virtually an arbitrary 
advance in rates of three-quarters of a cent. The 
lines have practically had the grain-carrying to 
themselves since the recent deeline in freighta, 
and in their sharp competition for loads have 
successively beaten down the rate. 

At each docline, all the way down from 8% 
cents, the Chicago corn market has advanced 
correspondingly, and it has been just as difficult 
to move grain at the low rate as at the higher. 

When the line agents found yesterday that it 
would be impossible to load their boats at more 
than one cent a bushel, they decided it was time 
to make a change. Were tne lake and rail lines 
in the same position as the railroads the agree- 
ment they made to maintain rates would amount 
to much more than it really does. When the 
shippers fail to pay the advance Wednesday 
there will be wild boats on the market which 
will doubtiess take less than 1% cents on corn if 
more can not be obtained. If this outside ton- 
nuge is sufficiently heavy to take all the grain 
for a week or ten days, it is doubtful ff the lake 
and rail lines will see their boats he idle, and 
some one of them will break the agreement. 

If the movement is to be successful at all, corn 
must either advance in Eastern markets or de- 
cline here. Otherwise shippers can not send the

The cover was then removed 
and the stuff in the can emptied out on the 
window-sill. It looked like ordinary brown 
sawdust. 

Mr. Lewis took an ounce of the mixture 
and put it in an envelope. Then, with Lieut. 
Kipiey, he went to the lake-shore at the foot 
of Randolph street and buried the envelope 
in the ground, having first attached a fuse. 
The fuse was lighted and the experimenters 
retired a safe distance. A loud explosion 
followed. 

No doubt about the genuineness of the ar- 
ticle.”’ said Mr. Lewis. 

Would it have destroyed the monument!“ 
asked Lieut. Kipley. 

“Jt would haraly have destroyed it as the 
stuff was placed. If the can had been piaced 
under the monument it would have blown it 
to atoms. But as it was, there would have 
been simply a terrific explosion, a good many 
windows broken, and the monument disfig- 
ured somewhat.”’ 

The remainder of the dynamite is now 
locked up inavault at the City-Hall. The 
receptacle containing it resembles a common 
fruit can. Itis aboutsix inches across the 
top and twelve inches long. In the center of 
the lid is a small hole exactly fit 
ting the fulminating cap which was 
found on the end of the piece ot upburnt 
fuse. The cap was used in exploding the 
ounce of dynamite on the Lake Front. 

LOOKING FOR THE OCUNSPIRATOR. 

The theory that the bomb was put in place 
just before the rain came up is the one ac- 
cepted by the police. But another is that the 
conspirator took advantage of the rain which 
bad cieared the street of pedestrians and 
driven policemen to shelter and placed the 
bomb in position during the storm, supposing 
the fuse would bura despite the water. 

Strenuous efforts are being made by che 
police to discover the conspirator, but there 
is reason to believe that little headway has 
been made. The officersare bending their 
energies towards securing information from 
people who are supposed to be cognizant of 
the movements of the Anarchists. The con- 
spiracy may have been conceived and ex- 
ecutead by one man. Chief Marsh does not 


believe the occurrence portends any gen- 


erai activity among the Anarchists. 
He believes the leaders among the Reds“ 
would have discouraged any demonstration 
at this time as calculated to injure the move- 
ment beirig made in behalf of the men in the 
penitentiary. The indicatons point to a sin- 
gie fanatic as the conspirator, and the pow- 
erful anarchistic faction whose present pol- 
icy is one of unaggressive peace may be de- 
pended on, from self-interest, to give the po- 
lice a hint if they are in possession. of any in- 
formation concerning the plot or even its

DID HE CAUSE His MOTHER’S DEATH? 


Arrest of Charles Mooney on a Grave Zus- 
picion—The Doctor's Statement. 

Charles Mooney, 26 years old, is locked up 
on suspicion of haying caused, intentionally 
or acciaentaliy, his mother’s death. Friday 
night Dr. Evans was called to No. 312i Fui- 
ton street to attend Mrs. Mary Mooney, a 
widow, 60 years old.

Dr. Hektoen of the 
Coroner’s. office held a post-mortem and 
found that death resulted from a hemorrhage 
caused by a blow on the nose, which broke 
that organ.

Tur General Assembly of the Presbyterian

held in Chicago in 1892-93

CONTROLLER ONAHAN WANTS MORE 
TALES. 

Controller Onahan, following the lead of 
Cregier, Wickersham, McGann, Gruenhut, 
Street-Sweeping Contractor Cooper, and other 
tax-eaters, demands more money for muni- 
cipal purposes. He states his case more 
plausibly than the clumsy fellows who pre- 
ceded him could possibly do, but the object 
is the same in all the cases. He wants more 
money for more tax-eaters. His plan is to 
increase the assessment of property so that 
a greater revenue can be derived from taxes,“ 
or that more municipal bonds based on tne 
uuthority which an increased assessment 
would insure may be issued. Mr. Unabaa 
puts the proposais alternatively. He must 
know from long experience that if the assess- 
ment was increased, say, one-third, there 
would be an increase in taxation by one- 


| third and an issue of additional bonds to the 


full limit the Constitution would permit. The 
heads of the departments and bureaus and 
ali the political employés would clamor for 
increased pay and more help to eat the taxes. 
he Aldermen and the men of inflooence ” 
would demaad the appointment of more 
„workers.“ There would be additional 
policemen, additional “sanitary inspectors,” 
ana the contractor combines would raise their 
prices. Every dollar that could be raised con- 
sequent On an increased assessment would be 
spent, while the city would not bea whit 
better served than it is at present and public 
improvements would not be promoted in the 
least through the increase. 

Despite the clamor for this increased as- 
sessment in order to get more money the 
tact is that the city has now an ample reve- 
nue for municipal purposes if vroperly ex- 
pended. Tne present Administramon has a 
lurger amouat at its disposal tnan any of its 
predecessors. Nearly all public improve- 
ments are now being made b) special assess- 
ment. Streets are paved, sidewalks laid, 
and s@wers are constructed by special as- 
sessment. It is also proposed to dredge tne 
river and clean the streets in accordance 
with the special-assessment plan. Yet it is 
at this time that the cry is raised for an in- 


| creased general assessment, so that more 


money may be wrung from the taxpayers! 

Mr. Onahan evidentiy contempiates an ad- 
ditional issue of bonds for municipal pur- 
poses. What are those purposes? Surely 
there are sufficient policemen. Over 500 
have been added to the force in the entire 
city since Cregier became Mayor. Marshal 
Swenie is satisfied that the Fire Department 
is fully manned and equipped to meet all 
emergencies. The appropriation for scaven- 
ger service this year is $40,000 more than 
the aggregate demanded by the contractors 
for this work. appropriation for street 
cleaning is so large that the monopoly 
contractor for this work has jumped his price 
per mile 25 per cent over last year’s figures. 
Notwithstanding tne notorious and vicious 
extravagance of the Public Works Depart. 
mentin the matter of the construction of 
the new pumping stations there is yet to 
the credit of the water fund over $900,000, 
and if tne Water Bureau were properly man- 
aged the revenue would be sufficient to meet 
all ordinary and extraordinary demands Yor 
water supply. The appropriations for ex- 
tending the electric-light piant are so liberal 
and generous that Treasurer Roesing is en- 
abled to draw interest yet ona portion of the 
sum appropriated a year ago last March. 

Can Mr. Onahan controvert these facts? 
If ne cannot his demand for an increased as- 
sessment, higher taxes, and more indebjed- 
ness is worse than absura, Wers he as con- 
scientious ds he affects to be he would not 
encourage the parrotcry of the'tax-eaters for 
„more, more.“ 

The fact is that taxes in 50 now are 
sufficiently burdensome. taxes, li- 
brary taxes, county taxes, State taxes, park 
taxes, town taxes are ail outside the munici- 


val limit. So that, instead of the rate being 
Picks arya enen, 
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favorite site for the World's Fair. One of 
these, and not the least weighty, was the 
fact that that portion of the city which it 
fringes on the east is the heart of Chicago. 
Every week-day sees a quarter of a million 
ot people moving from every direction but 
the east towards that scanty bit of ground 
between tne river and Harrison street aod 
Market and Michigan avenue, Ou toot, in 
steam cars, and cable and horse cars, people 
pour inte that First Ward which is Chicago’s 
heart, intenton work, on business, on shop- 
ping, or the shows. Everybody is 80 accus- 
tomed to visit that narrow neck of land be- 
tween the South Branch and the lake that 
the first thought of nearly all is that of course 
a fair must be beid there, where everything 
else goes on. 

But the question arises whether the citi- 
zens of Chicago, if the Fair is held on the 
Lake-Front, will not have to surrender their 
common work ground for the next two or 
tbree yearsto the contractors for Worla’s 
Fair buildings. It has been loosely said that 
if the Lake-Front pond were chosen all the 
material needed for construction could be 
shipped via the IIlinois Central tracks and 
delivered directly on the ground from the 


cars. A little thought will show that this 


will not be done; no one road, especiaily 
when it bas a large business of its own, will 
be able to handle the thousands of tons of 
steel, glass, stone, and other building ma- 
terials, and later on other thousands of tons of 
exhibits. The mass of material and exhibits 
will have to be divided up among many 
roads. They will be received at several 
depots scattered along the river and will 
have to be teamed thence through the busi- 
ness district to the Fair grounds. The stuff 
will have to be carted through streets which 
during certain hours of the day have all 
they can do now to accommodate the regular 
business of Chicagoans. 

The business district is growing upward, 
rather than lateraliy. Room is chiefly being 
made for new tenunts or workmen, not by 
extending its geographical area, but by buiid- 
ing new ten, twelve, or fourteen story struct- 
ures, or placing new stories on old edifices. 
The building which once held 100 to 200 per- 
sous during business hours now holds 500. 
That means more street-cars and more teams, 
more jams and more stops. Ifon top of this 
necessary and growing traffic is thrown that 
which will be involved by the erection and 
filling of immense Fair bwildings on the 
Lake-Front, the eight or nine east and west 
streets and the six north and south ones will 
be so congested that it will be impossible to 
use them with comfort or even with safety. 

From the time the preparations for the 
buildings begin until their compleuon, peo- 
ple who can avoid it will keep outof the 
First Ward. Even with a largely increased 
police force at the corners, women will have 
to take their chances if they go shopping in 
that overcrowded district. Nor wall the 
trouble stop when the buildings are done. It 
will continue tall all the exhibite have been 
put in place, and that will not be till some 
time in June, 18098. 

If the Fair is put on the Laxe-Front there 
will not be a moment during the next three 
years when all the storekeepers in the First 
Ward and ail who have to go there to do 
business will not regret the hour that that 
site was se.ected. They will find their busi- 
ness intertered with and their comfort 
destroyed. After thecity is once committed 
to the Lake-Front it will be too late to back 
out and it will be necessary to tight it out on 
that line, though it takes from Chicagoans ia 
large degree the use of every South Side 
street north of Harrison for three years. 


WAS GRANT OR LEE THE GREATER GEN- 
ERAL? 

Tus Taro has received the following 
note: We, the pupiis of Skinner School, 
would like to know which, in the opinion of 
Tae TRIBUNE, was the abier general, R. E. 
Lee or U. S. Grant.” The pupils of the 
Skinner School have asked a question the 
answer to which depends Jargely upon a volit- 
ical point of view and geographical consider- 
auons. Every ex-Confederate or Democrat 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line and every 
Democrat north of it who sympathized with 
tne Rebels will say Lee was the greater of 
the two. Every man whbo served in the 
Union army and who sympathized with tne 
effort to prevent the dismemberment of the 
Nation will say Grant was the greater Gen- 
eral. 

THe Trisune belieyes they were the two 
greatest generals of the war, considered 
from all points of view. The decision which 
was the greater of the two can best be 
reached by considering what they accom- 
plished. Judged by the standard of the gods 


Grant was the greater, for he always suc- 


ceeded. It is to be taken into account that 
Grant always fought on the offensive, never 
on the defensive—but once, at Shiloh. All 
the Rebel Generals, Lee included, waited be- 
hind intrenchments for Grant to attack 
them with all the advantage wh ch 
arms or precision, artillery at salient 
points, earth embankments and deep ditches 
afforded them, and it was under such cir 
cumstances that Grant won his victories. 
Beginning with Donelson he practically won 
every vattle and destroyed every army he 
attacked. He was sometimes repulsed in an 
assault on the Rebel intrenchments, but 
never defeated in the end. He captured 
more prisoners that any otber General by 
far. The forces he commanded xillea and 
wounded more enemies by far than those 
led by any other General. He won more bat- 
tles and fought over greater areas of country 
than any other General by far. Lee fought 
on a little, narrow strip from Richmond to 
Gettysburg, 100 miles long and half as many 
broad, an area a little over the size of Con- 
necticut. Grant fought from the mouth of 
the Missouri to that of the Mississippi, and 
up and down the Tennessee and the Cumber- 
land, and from the Potomac to the Appo- 
mattox. He fought in Kentucky, Missouri. 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Mississippi. Georgia, 
Louisiana, and Virginia, and everywhere cn 
tne offensive. Leé fought everywhere on 
the defensive, except when he was. follow- 
ing McCiellan’s retreating and unintrencned 
army on the Chickahominy. Grant assailed 
Leein the Wilderness behind nis carefully 
prepared intreuchments and steadily forced 
him back towards Richmond; gradually 
swung his leit under Sheridan around Lee’s 
lines, broke thei, stormed his fortifications, 
and captured both Lee and nis whole army. 
Beginning with Donelson Grant gathered 
in all tne Rebel forces which were not killed 
by his soldiers. When taken unawares at 
Shiloh by a superior force at break of day 
he hung to his ground with desperate tenac- 
ity until reinforcements came and turned re- 
pulse into victory as no other Generai, Lee 
or any one else, could have done. After 
Chickamauga, when Rosecrans was defeated 
and his army had fallen back to Chattanooga 
and was then cooped up, virtually prisoners, 
Grant came to ‘Meir rescue and stormed 
Bragg’s intrenched camp on tne mountain 
and routed and scattered it down inte Geor- 
gia, after first killing, wounding, and captur- 
ing about 20,000 of the enemy. Lee never 
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tor two or three of the assdiling army, 


stances that would have appalled other Gen- 
erais, and witining victoriés,- too. Appar- 
ently it made uo difference to him what his 

enemy’s position was. Whether behind a 
river among hilis and woods, or swamps and 
ravines, or on mountam sides, or bebind the 
heaviest intrenchments, Grunt always ended 
by whipping each of the Confederate Gen- 
erals and capturing or smashing his armies. 

Whatever may be tnought of the general 
ship of Lee in defeating second-class Generals 
he was whipped behind intrenchments where 
one man, with such advantage, Was a match 
and 
had to surrender to Grant tue last man, 
horse, and gun he commanded. If Gran. 
bad commanded at Gettysburg, instead 
of Meade, Lee’s army never would have re- 
crossed the Potomac, for Grant, in all his 
career, never allowed an army toslip through 
bis fingers. 

Tae Trisune does not expect that any ex- 
Rebels, or tne Democrats in the North who 
sympathized with them, Will agree witb its 
conclusions, but it has no hesitation in de- 
claring its own conviction that Grant wus in- 
comparably the greater General of the two, if 
extraordinary deeds and marvelous success 
furnish any criterion by which to estimate 


comparative merit. 
— — 


TWO-LEGG.D HOGS, 

Since the passage by Oongress and the 
signing by the President of the Worid’s Fair 
bul the value of much real estate in Chicago 
has been mar«ed up at least 10 per cent, and 
numerous sales which have been mace indi- 
cate that men are eager to buy at the ad- 
vanced figures, It is safe to say that fifty 
mulions has been added to the selling or ask- 
ing price of real estate in this city since Feb- 
ryary last. This is a very low estimate—per- 
haps one-half velow the facts. 

And yet it is found to be a slow task to 
raise the additional millions which are 
needed for World’s Fair purposes, although 
it is certain that at last half of each sub- 
scription will be repaid, and all of it from 
the receipts of the Exposition. It is so slow 
because there are hundreds of personas, not 
vne of whom is worth less than a hundred 
thousand dollars, and some of whom have 


five millions, who will not give a cent for 


Woria’s Fuir purposes. They admit that the 
passage of the bill, which was secured witn- 
out any exertions on their part, has made 
them richer—they admit that they are reap- 
ing where iney have not sowed—but wey 
want to keep every cent of their unearned 
gains to themselves. Of course they have a 
legal right to refuse to give to that which is 
adding to their wealth. They have a right 
to hang on to their unearaed increments till 
death takes them oy tine throat They can 
play tne swine with their riches. They can, 
in the words of au indigaant director, be- 
have like two-legged hogs, and profit as 
they have been doing ali their narrow iives 
by the energy, enterprise, and labors of 
other and better mea. 

It isa pity that there is no Way to reach these 
mean men who have made weir fortunes in 
Chicago, not 80 much by their own ability as 
by the efforts of others causing we city to 
grow. It is to be regretted tuat public senti- 
ment canoot point me Anger of coatempt at 
them. II tne owners cf the real estate of 
the city were to pay 1 per Cent on the value 
of thei: property tue sum of $10,000,000 would 
be raised instanter. As haif of this will cer- 
tainly be paid back the subscription would 
not cost each one to exceed one-half of 1 per 
cent. But property-owners will not donate a 
tenth or twentieth part of what they have 
already gained by the recent r se in values. 
and heace the Board of Directors finds it 
necessary to ask for legislauon which will 
enabie the city to aubseribe $5,000,000. There 
seems to be no other way in which these 
smali-souled, stingy, miserly, delinquent prop- 
erty-owners can de made to help except 
through the taxing machinery oi the mu- 
nicipatity. ä 

If these men who will not give a fraction 
of the surpius wealth which has suddenly 
been bestowed on them bad business sense 
they would pursue no such penny-wise 
pound-foolish policy. They would see that 
if ail goes well and the World’s Fair is heid 
here the era of local prosperity which has 
begun will continue unabated; that values 
will keep‘on advancing; and that beiore five 
years are past at least three hundred m- 
ions more will be adaed to the capital of the 
city. But if it shouid so happen that there 
should be a shp-up for lack of money and 
che Fair failed to be hela in Chicago then 
there would be a slump in values and these 
porcine bipeds would .finad some of their 
wealth departing about as quickly as it came, 
with nobody but themselves to blame for it 
and nobody to sy mpathize with them in their 
loss.

“SUCCESS TO CRIME.” 

A well-known local politician of the Demo- 
cratic spersuasion, who isa potent factor in 
the conventions of nis party and in the con- 
ductof municipal affairs, is accustomed in 
his merry mood to propose as his toast Suc- 
cess to Crime.“ The present Municipal Ad- 
ministrauon seéms to have adopted this toast 
as its motto. Vice and crime prevail in Chi- 
cago at this time to a greater extent than at 
any time in its history. Every day tne pa- 
pers chronicie at least one murder in the 
city. The calendar of the Criminal Court is 
crowded with murder cases, The groggeries 
where the murderous propensity is promoted 
and intensified are kept open all bours of the 
day and night in violation of the laws of the 
State and of the city ordinances. Vile, poi- 
sonous, maddening whisky is sold in defiance 
of the statute to drunkards and maniacs 
under the eyes of the authorities. The 
wretched man Hendrickson, who attempted 
to kill his wife.the otner day and then biew 
out his own brains, came to the scene of his 
crime from a wretched groggery where he 
filled himself up with rotgut. The whisky- 
made maniac Kéady, who shot Father Bar- 
rett on the priest’s own portico Friday night, 
was arrested as he entered a saloon where 
more of tne maddening stuff would doubtless 
have been poured out for him had he the 
money to pay for it. 

The frauds on the ballot-box in the Twen- 
ty-fourth Ward were concocted in an all- 
night saloon with a gaumbling-house attach- 
ment.

Ir is wall known that during the summer 
months the thermometer rises much bigher 
in the shady towns and villages due west 
of Chicago than it does on the shore of the 
lake. Persone nearing Chicago some swelt- 
ering day on a Western roav like the Bur- 
lington have noticed the gradual cooling of 
the air as they passed the city limits and 
neared the lake. This advantage in coolness 
is due to the influence of Lake Michigan. 
Its waters, thoroughly chilled during the 
winter, are during ‘the summer moatas 
much below the temperature of the air, and 
every summer wind which biows from over 
them is necessarily a refreshing and a 
grateful one. 

As water parts with its heat more slowly 
than air the lake, warmed by the suns of 
July and August, parts with iis caloric slow- 
ly, and hence the lake breezes of the late fall 
are pleasanter than the chill western and 
northern winds. 

The effect of the lake in reducing summer 
heate is, of course, Most marked immediately 
along its shore. It is greater at Michigan 
avenue than at Haisted, at Halsted than at 
Western avenue, at Western avenue than at 
Garfield Park. There is of a hot summer 
day a difference of nve or more degrees be- 
tween that point and Jackson Park, right 
down on the lake. Consequently, so far as 
the comfort of the visitors to the World’s 
Fair is concerned, it would be much better to 
bave the numerous summer hotels which are 
to house the overflow visitors placed as near 
the lake as practicable. To go iniand six 
miles isto go from coolness and comfort to 
heat and discomfort, from refreshing slum- 
ber to a night of sweltering unhappiness.

IT FINDS FAVOR WItH MUSICIANS, 


The Proposed Muse Teachers’ Orchestral 
and Choral Concert Fond. 

For a number of years it has been the rec- 
Ognized policy of the Music-Teachers’ Na- 
tianal Association to foster American artistic 
effort. This has been done in many ways, 
beginning with pianoforte recitals of native 
compositions, and, as circumstances rendered 
it possible, branching out until now a regular 
feature of the yearly meetings is a series of 
orchestral and choral concerts by the best 
orchestral and vocal talent of the country, 
at which the’ programs mainly consist 
of works by native and resident Americans. 
The honor of presenting the first complete 
program of American works before the asso- 
citation is due to Mr. Cala Lavalle, who un- 
dertook this task at the Cleveland meeting 
in 1884, It is believed that this was the first 
time that a concert pianist, moved oniy by en- 
thusiasm for the cause, repressed a perfectly 
natural desire to play well-known and stand- 
ard works, in which he might be sure of ap- 
preciauon, and devoted his energies wholly 
to American compositions, which at that 
time were pretty generally looked down upon. 
And itis worthy of special mention that, al- 
though himself an able and prolific 
writer, he reserved no place for himseif 
upon the program. Only at the close of his 
recital and in response to the request of the 
assodiation, officially expressed to him 
* its President, did he consent to play 
a work from his own peu. Since that time 
the work has assumed unexpected propor- 
tions, and in response to a suggestion con- 
tained in President W. F. Heath’s annual ad- 
dress at the Philadelphia meeting a commit- 
tee was appointed to devise and suggest to 
the association means for establishing an 
orchestral and choral concert fund, such ds 
will be required to place the concerts upon 
an enduring basis, The report of the com- 
mittee suggests: 

First, that all manufacturers of musical in- 
struments, music dealers, and publishers, and 

‘trons of art be solicited to contribute to this 
und; also that the music teachers throughout 
the United States be requested to give at least 
one concert with their pupils. or the amount re- 
ceived from lessons ta one pupil, and solicit such 
other assistance as they may deem hest; the net 
proceeds of said concerts, etc.. to be given to 
this fund. All teachers or musical. journalists 
contributing to this fund to be life members of 
this assgviation, without further payment of 
dues, provided the amount contributed be not 
less than $25. 

Second, that wherever State associations exist 
the officers of said State association and the 
Vice-President of the M. T. N. A. in such State 
be notified by the Secretary of the M. T. N. A. of 
these resolutions and their cordial codperation 
solicited, 

Taird, where no State organization exists the 

retary of the M. T. N. A. shall notify the 
Viee- Presidents of such States. 

All teachers are requested to solicit subscrip- 
tions and donations for this object. Blanks, con- 
secutively numbered, will be furnished by the 
Secretary of the M. T. N. A. on application.

Wants the Fair Site on the Belt Road with 
a Real Estate Speculation Attached. 


CHICAGO, May 22.—[{Editor of The r 
I notice that the discussion ding the site for 
the Worid's Fair has been narrowed down to the 
Park. and Garfield Park. 
The idea of building s peninsula into Lake 
Michigan on which to plant the World’s Exposi- 
tion—acceéssibie for transportation by one rail- 
way and for visitors by a dozen business streets 
in the heart of the city ge overcrowded—is 
aosurd in the extreme. Jackson Park, while 
not a bad location, yet does not solve tne 
roblem. How can from 100,000 to 200,000 people 
e handled to and from the Fair daily without 
overcrowding our business district? held at 
Jackson Park, Michigan avenue, Wabash avenue, 
State street, and the streets leading to same 
will be one continual jam to reacn lines of 
transportation. If held at Garfield Park the 
crowd will be more distributed. Still the 
trans tion facilities are not sufficient to 
handle the people. 
hy use our beautifal parks for the World's 
Fair when thousands of ares more accessible 
for transportation can be had for the asking? It 
strikes me that the proper location fur the Co-

Prerre, S. D., May 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—John Van Metre, the Sioux 
Indian who was recently admitted 


to tha bar to practice law  obe- 
fore Judge Fuller’s 
Circuit Court, was born 
in the year 1867 and is 
nearly 23 years of age. 
He lived constantly on 
the Sioux Reservation 
until 1883, when he was 
sent to the public 
schools at Philadel- 
pphia, a wild, untutored 
Indian. Several years 
later he graduated at 
the head of his clase. 
A few years ago he 
was sent by the Gov- 
ernment to attend 
JOHN VAN METRE. Queen Victoria’s jubi- 
lee at London as & specimen of the 
American Indian. Since returning to 
this country he has law 
in the office of Dillon & Holmes of this city 
for three years, and now has formed a part- 
nership with a likely Phebe graduate of an 
Eastern law school at Fort Pierre, across the 
Missouri River from *his city, where he has 
entered upon a lively practice of his profes- 
sion. All who know the young man are agreed 
that a brilliant future opens before him.

THE LAW OF LIBEL IN MINNESOTA, 


A Newspapers Right to Print Proceedings 
in Court. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press; The case of Albert 
Knittle va. the fioneer-Press company was 
for the second time heard at Minneapolis, 
ana a motion to dismiss, made by the de- 
fendant, on the ground that express mahce 
haa not been proven, was granted by Judge 
Hicks after protracted argument by Mr. 
Squires of Flandrau, Squires & Cutcbeon for 
the defendant and Mr. Leftwich for the 
plaintiff. The case is a somewhat noted one 
owing to the peculiarities of its origin. 

Early in March, 1888, Assistant Fire Mar- 
shai Kelliher was on trial before the Board of 
Fire Commissioners of St. Paul on charges 
of insubordination, etc. In connection with 
the prosecution of those charges the then 
City Attorney, Mr. Murray, introduced an 
affidavit signed by Michael Quinlan 
and acknowledged before Albert Knit 
tle, a notary public in Minneapolis. 
In the course of his conduct of the case in 
behalf of Keltiher Attorney Dan W. Law- 
ler commented at some length upon the 
notary attesting this affidavit, and used 
some very severe language in reference to 
Albert Knittle. The report of the trial ap- 
peared in the Pionecer-Press the following da 
—a fair and accurate report of the proceed- 
ings—and the language of Mr. Lawler was 
agg precisely as spoken by him regarding 

r. Knittle. a retraction was demanded on 
the part of Knittle and anted by the 
Pioneer-Press, only to be followed by a suit 
for libel with damages placed at $10,000. 

On the first hearing of the case in the 
Hennepin County District Court the defense 
demurred to the complaint on the ground 
that the publication was a privileged one, 
being a true report of the proceedings of a 
quasi-judicial body duly constituted ana au- 
thorized by law to conduct such investiga- 
tions. 

Judge Hooker ruled that the publication 
was conditionally privileged, and that ex- 
= malice must be proved by the plaintiff 

fore damages could be recovered. On this 
the plaintiff took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, which in its turn remanded the case 
back to the Hennepin District Court for 
trial, not passing upon the merits of the case, | 
but ruling that the plaintiff was not entitl 
to take an appeal from an orderin his own 
favor. 

The came up mg for the second 
hearing, this time before Judge Hicks. A 
jury having been impaneled, the plaintiff, 
Albert Knittle, took the stand and testified 
to the actual loss he had sustained in his 
practice as an attorney in consequence of this 
publication, averring that his practice hud 
fallen off from some $3,500 the year preced- 
ing to about $1,000 the year following tbis 
publication. With that the plaintiff rested. 

Mr. Squires, for the defense, then moved 
fora dismissal of the case,in accordance 
with the previous ruling of Judge Hooker, 
express malice not having been proved, and 
Judge Hicks, while inclitied to grant the mo- 
tion in accordance with the ruling of his as- 
sociate, concludea that he wouid like to hear 
the arguments on both sides covering the 
question whether or not it was a privileged 
publication within the meaning of the law. 

It was held by the defense that an attorney 
acting in the interest of his clients was priv- 
ilegea to utter anything he chose, no matter 
how slanderous or severe, that was calculated 
to help bis side of the case, and rulings of 
the New York Supreme Court were cited in 
in support of this view. It was further 
claimed by the defense that, inasmuch as the 
subject matter was privileged, the publica- 
tion was not less 80, and that in 
order to recover dadages express 
malice on the of tne defend- 
ant must be affirmatively shown. The 
plaintiff’s attorney vigorously combated this 
position, holding first of all that the language 
used by Attorney Lawler before the Board 
of Fire Commissioners was irrelevant, imper- 
timent, and not germane to the matter at is- 
sue, and hence was not privileged. From 
this it was argued tnat tne publication of 
Mr. Lawler’s language was not privileged. 
The counsel for the plaintiff went sofar as 
to maintain that, even though the attorney’s 
utterances were absolutely privileged, the 
publicauon was not privileged, as its 
effect was to circulate and publish slander- 
ous matter to the world which otherwise 
would have been contined to the wails of the 
room in which the language was used. Final- 
ly it was contended by the plaintiff’s coun- 
sel and strenuously argued that malice was 
implied by the fact of publication, and that 
express malice need not be proved by the 
plaintiff. All these poiats were ably contest- 
ed by Mr. Squires. 

Afteracarefulreview of the facts pre- 
sented Judge Hicks decided, first, that the 
occasion on which the livelous words were 
spoken was privileged; second, that the pub- 
lication in the Pioneer-Press was privileged, 
and, third, that the meaning of the term 
“express malice,” as somewhat vaguely de- 
fined by the United States Supreme Court, 
was that the malice must be affirmatively 
shown by the plaintiff and could not be in- 
ferred by the fact of publication. Hence the 
raling of Judge Hicks dismissing the case 
from trial. 

As shown in the arguments of Mr. Squires 
this ruling is an important one to news- 
papers generally, since it establishes the 
principle that any newspaper publish- 
ing in good faith „ fair and accu- 
rate impartial report ot a privileged pro- 
ceeding is not bound to go outside and 
search for verification of the facts or allega- 
tions that muy have been contained in these 
privileged proceedings. A contrary ruling 
would render liable to a judgment for 
slander and libelevery newspaper contain- 
ing the report of a court trial or hearin 5 a 
legislative debate, or the proceedings ‘ey lle 
any authorized tribunal in the course of 
which langu might be uttered injurious 
to any individual. Such a ruling, if sus- 
tained, would, in fact, render it impossible 
to present to the readers of newspapers facts 
and matters conceded to be of general inter- 
est, and the cation of which is by com-

Now for the impres- 
sion of his personality 
left on the maturer 
mind and thought. 
Born in 1794 and living 
to 1878, he was contem- 

rary with all the 

residents from Wash - 
ington to Hayes and 
all the poets frem Wal- 
BRYANT AT 70, ter Scott to Whitcomb 
Riley. The rise and fall of Napoléonism 
took place in the first quarter of his life; the 
rise and fail of secession in the last. He 
witnessed the inception of steamboat, 
railroad, cotton-gin, friction match, postage- 
stamp, telegraph, sewing-machine, reap- 
ing-machine, photograph, phonograph, tele- 
phone, electric light and motor; and last but 
not least, he himself took part in the creation 
of the newspaper of today. He was fifty 
years a journalist. A richer or more crowd- 
ed life cannot well be imagined, nor a more 
consistent and symmetrical development. 
His course was uncnanged, though four polit- 
ical parties in succession came to and de- 
perted from the principles he espoused and 
advocated. 

He always opposed inflation, protection, 
slavery, and disunion. In the early days he 
upheld Jackson in pricking the bubble of in- 
flation by withdrawing the Government de- 
posits from the National bank. He opposed 
the protective tariff of 1842 (moderate as it 
was compared with our later standards) and 
supported that of 1846, essentially a revenue 
measure. On the otner hand, he opposed 
the annexation of Texas and the Mexican War, 
so cutting louse from the Jacksonian Democ- 
racy, and he gave unflinching support to the 
Republican party in the war for the Union; 
even including (as & lesser matter) the war 
tariff, but the union reéstablished, he re- 
fused to favor the continuance of the war 
tariff, the National banking system, and the 
“spoils” system; and so held essentially 
aloof from both parties through the rest of 
his editorial life. 

He seems the unique 6xample in all biogra- 
phy of precocity, followed by solid, splendid 
growth. He wrote and printed verses before 
be was 10 years old; before 20 he wrote 
Mr at 50 The Future Life“; 
at “The Congueror's Grave“; at 70, 
“The Death of Slavery,“ and at about 
80, »The Flood of Years.” Each of these 
poems is worthy of the others, and each is fit

CASTING A BRONZE STATUE, 


4 Ton and a Malf of Metal Made Into 
Beecher’s Sembiance. 

New York Sun; Aton and a half of bronze 
was poured into a moid comtaining a represen- 
tauon of the body, legs, aud a por uon of the 
arms of Henry Ward Beecher at the Henry 
Bonnard Bronze company’s works in West 
Sixteenth street recently afternoon, and 
aithough the bronze made a great sputter 
and stew about it, and ended up in a 
rebellious outburst of flame and smoke, 
experts were sure it was a good (job, 
and that the casting will be found perfect 
when it has been cooled enough to be uncov- 
ered. A hundred or 80 persons witnessed 
the casting. J. . A. Ward, the sculptor 
who modeled the statue, Was one of them. 
Col, William C. Beecher represented the 
Beecher family. The Rev. Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott and a numberof other Piymoutu Church 

ple, with most of the members of the 
Statue Fund Committee, were also there, ac- 
companied by thirty or forty ladies. The 
head for the statue had already been cast 
and was on exhipition. ‘Every one except 
Col. Beecher declared that it was a marvel- 
ously excellent and accurate piece of work. 
Col. Beecher seemed disappointed because it 
couldn't talk. 

While the visitors were inspecting the head 
a picturesque gang of workmen who talked 
French and wore blouses were poking with 
long iron bars through fiery holes in the floor 
of the foundry. Jets of red, white, and green 
flame followed their king. There were 
nine holes, and in of them a crucible 
filied with bronze had been kept red-hot since 
Thursday evening. Seven of the crucibies 
held from 400 to 450 pounds each of liquid 
bronze; the other two were smaller. in all, 
about 3,500 to 4,000 pounds of metal was boil- 
ing in the furnaces beneath the foundry floor. 

At 4:30 o’clock the , workman in 
the gung appeared with legs to the hips 
and his hands and arms. to the shoulders 
muffied in loose folds of carpet. With huge 
tongs he pushed and pulled the heavy iron 
lids of the fiery holes to and fro, so that the 
men with bars could poke the coals loose 
from the red-hot crucibies.on every side. 

The. arm ofa huge crane was swung 
around and a big pair of y-tingered tongs 
lowered into one of the y holes, and in a 
moment there appeared the open topof a 
crucibie fast in the fin of the tongs. It 
was shaped like a nail but twice as big. 
One by one the crucibles were raised and 
their contents spilled into a hugéiron pot 
which stood at onéend of the big and mas- 
sive iron frame holding the mold into which 
the metal was to be poured. Briiliant fire- 
works were incidentaite this 2 

Meantime a dozen men had bered upon 
the scaffolds about tae iron framework, 
while others weré raking a fiery scum frum 
the top of the iron pot to the ground. In a 
moment the crane had lifted the pot and 
hung it delicately balanced over the mold. 
Men seized long arms on Cither side and 
tipped it gentiy and carefully. A rili of fire 
ran over the edge and splashed upon the 
dark sand of tad mold. The stream en- 
larged until in a moment it was a river, 
sputtering, crackling, and shooting out jets 
of flame and smoke. From a little hole in 
front of the mold shot out a thin stream of 
fire as intense as an electriclight. The lit 
tle man in the side room watched it eagerly. 
It came from the vent hole, and so long as it 
was strong and steady he know mat all was 
going well in the interior of tne mold. 

The steady flow of the stream had lasted 
only a halt minute when suddenly there was 
a frigntful glare; flame and smoke seemed to 
envelop the whole mold end great splashes 
of vivid color flashed through the air and fell 
upon the ground. The workmen sprang away 
and tumbled to the ground with their cloth- 
ing apparently all in @ blaze. The scaffoid- 
ings caught fire and blazed fiercely. The 
women were all terror-stricken and the men 
among the spectators tried to run. All 
that had happened was that the 
mold had been filled a little quicker 
than was expected and there had been 
an overflow, anda lot of the molten metal 
tiying about too promiscuously for the per- 
sonal comfort ofgthose near. The blazing 
scaffolds were quickly extinguished with 
sand and water, and the workmen were 
found to haye escaped any more serious in- 
jury than burus on the face and hands, which 
are not serious incidents in a foundryman’s 
hfe. The statue cannot be uncovered for sey- 
eral days yet. 

The hand holding the well-known slouch 
hat of the preacher has still to be cast. When 
it and the head are put upon the part cast 
made yesterday the whole statue will weigh 
about 3,500 pounds, and will ve nine feet 
high. The total height, with the pedestal, 
will be a little less than twenty teet. There 
will be a group of siaves and one of children 
and other features in addition to the main 
statue. The whole bronze work of the mon- 
ument will weigh 7,500 pounds. 


Steve Kikins’ Ninety-Room Castle. 


The ninety-room house that Stephen B. Elkins 
is building near the Town of Elkins, Randolph 
County, W. Va., Will be fifished about June 1. 
It is one of the fihest country residences in the 
South, and is at the top of a high hill—about ten 
minutes’ walk from the railroad station. In 
front is an extensive lawn. Around the building 
is a wall three feet higher than the first floor. 
At a distance the house, with his towers, does 
not look unhke a European gastle. 

It is an extensive three-stOry structure, with 
shingled sides and slate roof. the first floor 
is a large hall, which will be lighted with six or- 
namental torcheres, which which will cost about 
$200 apiece. The parlor, diaing- room, and library, 
all about the same size, are ou the same floor, 
and will de med up luxuriously. The 
children’s room d also on the same floor, but 
is smaller than the other three. Ail the 
rooms are in hardwood. The fireplaces 
are massive. The walis of some of the rooms 
are adorned with handsome paintings. On the 
second floor are the sieeping apartments and 
about half a dozen ba s. The bath- 
tubs are of solid porcelain. The kitchen ex- 
tension is a two-story building. The first floor 
contains the kitchen propér and servants’ dining- 
room, the floor above their sieeping and 
bathrooms.— Baiiunore Sen.

„Bub! Bub!” goes the big bass drum, and 


„Oom, Ooom, Oom-poom-poom-poom,” re- 
marks the big bass horn that curis around 


the neck of the fat Teuton who sits in tne 
far corner. The clarionets melodiously 
shriek and the French horns coo their long, 
cloying, sweet notes, which make one think 
they are clumsily making believe to be 


pigeons. 

There is something so silly about the 
French horn. You hear the piccolo skating 
round on the dizzy heights of eight or ten 
leger lines above the staff and you hear the 
E- flat cornet, so vain, so conceited, so dash- 
ing, 30 look-at-me, crowding itself to the fore, 
you hear (you can almost see) the tenor-drum- 
mer playing away with his eye benton his mu- 
sic-book with as much interest as if his score 
was not a string of notes all on one 8 in- 
stead of being strung all over the staff like 
the other fellows’. 

Alas, you cannot see Sig. Cappa in all his 
glory. But shut your eyes and in fancy you 
are in the midst of the crowd in Central Park, 
and only a little way down the walk are the 
hideous statues of Walter Scott and Shaks- 
peare and a little way beyond you is the beau- 
tiful lake with its swan-like pleasure-boats. 
The full band is playing. And think of i 
every twang of the cornet, every thump o 
the drum, every trill and bit of fioriture of the 
clarionet has been caught by a film of glass 
1-8,000 of an inch thick and of the diameter 
of a 50-cen: piece. 

To that disk of giass is fastened a tiny point 
which is dug into the smooth surface of a re- 
volving cylinder of some waxy substance

whose compositon is Mr. Edison’s secret. 
The cylinder which bears the complex rec- 
ord of the many-voiced strain of a militar 
band, tothe sight has been but scored wi 
tiny lines hke those of mother of pearl. 

If one should rub his thumb on tne polished 
surface of a dinner-plate the streak remain- 
ing would look more like the record on the 
cylinder of the phonograph than anything 
else in all the world beside. And yet that 
smouch on the roll of wax gives back to the 
fragile glass diaphragm the many-strandea 
thread of harmony, and one hears Cappa’s 
band. But how does one hear? It is marvel- 
ous that the glass disk should catch ail these 
sounds even to the twang which distingvishes 
the euphonium from the French horn, but it 
18 not wonderful at all that the dram of the 
ear should do all this and that the sounds 
should set a-tremble that internal harp which 
the wise men call Corti’s fibers. Thatis not 
wonderful in the least. It is simply so as 
tounding that folks have quit trying to ap- 
preciate it, and expend their admiration on 
the phonograph and the like. And really it 
is more wonderful that Mr. Raison 
should have made the phonograph than that 
the other workman should have made the 
ear. 

But it does puzzle a body to understand how 
the vibrawon of adiaphragm bearing a needle 
stabbing the wax with a series of little dots 
can convey the multiple sounds of a band; 
not only the plain notes themselves but tne 
evanescent, unnoticed harmonics which im- 
part the quality to a tone which is calied 
tumbre. A man may sing “A” and a 
cornet may play A and a piano may sound 
“A.” all the same note, yet tne 
floating indistinct resultant notes which 
cluster around each musical tone like satel- 
lites around a planet distinguish the vocal 
„A“ from the vibrations of a string or the 
trembling lips of the cornetist. Now, how 
does that diaphragm do all that? It is a feat 
as comprehensibie as if one should play 
Guilmant’s Grand Choeur on the organ with 
one finger. 

George B. Hoitt, the general manager of 
the Chicago Central Phonograph company, is 
fluent enough on the other phases of the 
phonograph and is seemingly willing to 
obiige with explanations of the workings of 
the instrument, but he basely deserts when 
asked to explain this point. He is like the 
Bible commentaries—valuable except on dis- 
puted passages. It is his clear baritone 
voice which is reproduced on the Palmer 
House cylinders as he sums up the news of 
the day and pretends to be the phonograph 
cordially welcoming the visitor. 

It isa funny sight to see a party of people 
attached to aservice pipe: Irom the phono- 
graph by.a series of rubber hose pipes. 
There they stand with a foolish grin on 
their faces, wagging their beads to the time 
of the music which they hear and nobody 
else does. O, yes. one can hear the phono- 
graph without an ear tube or a dig funnel, 

ut it’s a little wee thin bit of a tone, s 
like the ghost of a voice. long dead. By hat- 
ening closely to the little rig-a-ma-jig that is 
set vibrating by the indentations in the cylin- 
der one may hear the faint squeaking, which 
when heard through the ear tubeis the full 
blare of a military band. Unfortunately, 
too, while the music is strengthened by the 
tube, so is the gentle brushing of the tiny

But in spite of the brave sweeps of Mr. t- 
ler’s magician’s wand the age of the patron has 
not yet utterly passedaway. The arts of today 
do not spring fresh and wild from the heart ot 
Mother Nature. They bear more analogy to some 
splendid hot-house growth, which requires the 
loving and skillful devotion of the gardener before 
yielding a wealth of thickly petaled, richly col- 
ored roses. The gardener does not create his 
flowers, to be sure; yet their well-peing or decay 
are in his hands. The amateur, the collector, 
the lover of art cannot produce 4 picture ora 
statue. To genius alone belongs the mys- 
terious life-giving power; yet he can develop or 
stifle this power according to tne wisdom or fool- 
ishness of his taste, education, and feeling, ac- 

ing to his humility or arrogance, his truth or 

ness. To be an artist requires the rapture 
of David; to be a patron requires the wisdom of 
Solomon. 
Ot course the buyer of pictures has the same 
commercial privilege of pleasing himself which 
belongs to the purchasers of other commodities, 
and as long as he buys pictures merely to please 
himself it is no concern of the public whether he 
buys from the producers or from the masters. 
If he derive pleasure from covering his 
walls witb rubbish his conscience need not 
be burdened — save with the crime 
of giving’ false encouragement to art 
sans who pose as artists, If, however, he 
seek the more generous honor of educa‘ing the 
public taste, of ministering to the public love of 
beauty, u he covet the high renown of a true 
patron ofart, heis in honor bound to free his 
mind from prejudice, from arrogance, from al- 
fectation, from every bias toward injustice. A 
great coliector is a power in the land. He 
receives the rewards of power in fame 
and homage; he cannot refuse the 
responsibilities of power. A collector who has 
the public confidence may, by a narrowness of 
taste, bya mistaken loyalty to some special 
school, by lack of sympathy with the movement 
of the age, or by some other failure in enlighten- 
ment, give a bias to public feeling which a gen- 
eration of urtistic exertion will not overcome, 
which will encourage false ideas and ignorant 
pretenses, which will crush high hopes to de- 
spair, and condemn genius to starvation, 

The safest rule for a true patron of art to fol- 
low is that of taking the good wherever he finds 
it and keeping his mind free from allegiance to 
any school or nation. If a French picture is 
better than an Awerican one, to buy the latter 
as a tribute to National pride is to offer false en- 
couragement to inferiority. On the other hand, 
to give foreign pictures the preference because 
of the Old-World picturesqueness of their sub- 
jects betrays a shallowness of taste which would 
be better employed in collecting photographs than 
paintungs. More false than these, perhaps, is the 
common tendency to look not at the picture but 
the signature, to prefer a bad example of a great 
man’s work toa good picture by a painter less 
famous. There are galleries in this country 
which are crowded with the pot*boilers of great 
men, and whose owners, perhaps, fondly imagine 
that the name makes the masterpiece; yet noth- 
ing is sadder than such an exhibition of the 
weakness of genius, its moments of heavy-heart- 
ed labor, when inspiration lagged and flerce ne- 
cessity plied the whip. 

No nation, no school of art, receives the whole 
of the artistic revelation; indeed, the truth has 
so many sides, beauty so many faces, that the end 
of time will not find them exhausted. The divine 
inspiration comes not to nations, but to in- 
dividuals, and these, wherever they are found, 
are akin. Learn then, O Henry,” writes 
Whistler to Labouchére, that there is no such 
thing as English art. You might as well talk of 
English mathematics. Art is art, and mathe- 
matics is mathematics.” 

Some Americans are trying to persuade their 
countrymen that there is such a thing as Ameri- 
can art, and that itis the sacred duty of collect- 
ors to buy only American pictures. This reac- 
tion is perhaps natural after the excessive rev- 
erence for foreign pictures of which Americans 
have long been guilty, but itis no less pernicious 
a dogma than the other. He who buys an 
American painting which would not hold its own 
among its foreign contemporaries is guilty of 
lowering the standard to which his country- 
men should aspire. It is a far higher and 
more judicious patriotism which holds that 
American artists can endure comparison with 
the work of the older nations, and which sub- 
jects them fearlessly to that comparison, gather- 
ing together what is good from the four quarters 
of the earth that artists and people may compare 
and learn. Any influence which tends to isolate the 
work of American artists shoald be discouraged, 
for itis harmful, Similar influences, tending to 
the isolation of British art, nave incalculably 
cheapened it in the last half century. Art has 
nothing to do with patriotism. It has nothing to 
do with the boundaries of nations, with distinc- 
tions of race or speech, being, like music, a uni- 
versal language, comprehensible to all whose 
eyes are sensitive to beauty. 

American artists are gradually awakening to 
the rich resources of their own lana, their own 
life, to the new aspects of beauty which await 
recording here. Whenever they express these 
adequately, and thus add a fine word or two to 
the universal language, they should be crowned 
with honor and wreathed with praise. 
But no standards should be lowered 
for their benefit. Their nationality should 
not be offered as an excuse for the careless or 
stilted rendering of new things, or for the per- 
functory imitation of old ones. To demand lit- 
tle of them, to accept from them work ignoble in 
motive and faulty in execution is to degrade in- 
stead of encouraging them, is to acknowledge 
one’s lack of faith in American ability to enrich 
the world’s great heritage of beauty.

The sales at the means exhibition in the 
Academy of Design, New York, amounted to 
only $17,000, the smallest amount realized during 
many years, the result of an uninteresting dis- 
play of pictures.

One of 
these, Anthouy von Corlear,” by F. D. Millet, 
was reproauced by Harper’s Weekly seven months 
after its first exhibition in this country. Several 
New York critics pronounce the present exhibi- 
tion of the Society of American Artists “ proba- 
bly the best exhibition of American art ever of- 
fered, If it be so Chicago may 
look forward to & rare delight in 
seeing these pictures at the Art Institute 
next month. Yetitis possible that the Eastern 
critics judge without proper data. It has long 
been acknowledged that the Chicago Exposition 
offers the best annua) exhibition of American 
art. By comparing the fine collection shown 
there last autumn, for example, with the most 
admirable which New York has ever seen, the 
public will be able to judge which city is entitled 
to praise for the best exhibition of American 
pictures. 5 
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‘The colored statuette’ contributed by M. 
Géréme to the Salon this year seems not to have 
succeeded in reviving a love of color in sculpture 
as completely as the artist hoped. The subject 
is modern archeology, symbolized by a lady 
discovering a statuette in the earth. Her figure 
is faintly colored, suggesting the Tanagra 
figurines as they appear today after centuries 
of burial rather than the brilliancy which must 


first applied, 


The Tanagra miniatures shown in the Ells- 
worth coliection bear slight traces of their an- 
cient color. If colored statuary should come in 
vogue once more, now mat it is found justified
